He asserted it did no t co nfo rm 
to the Demo cratic platfo rm and 
to ld newspapermen he wo uld no t 
allo w it to be taken up in the 
ho use under suspensio n o f rules 
as w*as do ne the first day o f co n­ 
g ress when an o utrig ht repeal 


reso lutio n was beaten by six 
v o tes. 
Senate Demo crats, o n the o th­ 
er hand, apparently hav e decid­ 
ed to accept the reso lutio n ap­ 
pro v ed y esterday by the judiciary 
co mmittee and no t press fo r o ut­ 
rig ht repeal as their platfo rm 
calls fo r.

SPINAL MENINGITIS 
Newspapers are frequently b lamed 
for 
a t­ 
tem pting to suppress news, instead of prov iding 
items of interest to the general pub lic. 
While 
this may b e true in some instances, nev ertheless 
the pub lic is generally far oil in drawing such 
conclusions. 
Rushv ille newspapers are now b eing accused 
b y many persons of attempting to ignore a mild 
epidemic of spinal meningitis. 
-Newspapers do 
not wish to come out and assert that childien 
are dying of that dreadful disease,” is a com­ 
mon report. 
Such statements are false when 
placed b efore a newspaper. 
Information giv en a newspaper for pub lica­ 
tion at time of a death comes from sev eral 
sources, most usually from facts giv en to the 
funeral director for pub lication, and a funeral 
director is not a doctor. 
It does not fall upon 
him to giv e the cause of death. 
If there is an epidemic of spinal meningitis, 
then it is high time for the proper officials to 
take a hand and enlighten the pub lic. 
Judge Titsworth asserted Saturday night that 
he had signed papers for the admittance of a 
Rushv ille case to the Riley hospital, and that 
the child was the third within ten days to b e 
suffering from 
-tha t dreadful disease. 
He 
intimated that the child was suffering 
from 
spinal meningitis of the contagious type. 
At 
least, the child died within 48 hours after b eing 
giv en hospital treatment. 
Rumors among parents immediately 
b egan 
to fly. 
They were horrified to read of a pub lic 
funeral. 
The newspapers were b lamed. 
It was 
the third such death, or at least that is what 
the rumors assert, and 
110 mention had b een 
giv en in the press oi spinal meningitis. 
Prob ab ly the disease prev alent here is 
not 
contagious, b ut physicians may make mistakes, 
the same as newspapers. 
At least something, 
other than pneumonia, is causing grief in many 
families in Rushv ille and Rush county. 


MIND’S MYSTERY 
Darkest of all puzzles is the mystery of what 
goes on sometimes in the tissues of the hum an 
b rain. 
A few weeks ago an Ohio farmer, 73 yeai^ old, 
shot himself through the head with a small- 
calib er rifle in an attem pt to commit suicide. 
The b ullet, lodging in his b rain, should hav e 
killed him instantly; 
b ut for some reason it aid 


not, and three weeks later he was still clinging 
tenaciously to life, desperately ill b ut not dying. 
And somehow, b ecause of what the little pellet j 
of lead did to his b rain cells, he was liv ing in 
the world of his youth half a century ago.
